Coal Mines inOcean Depths. 


Aftera successful 
endeavor to intro- 


duce macaroni wheat into this country 
the Department of Agriculture is con- 
fronted with the discouraging sequel 
that there is no factory at which to 
market 
the product. 
Macaroni, it 


should be explained, requires a certain 
species of hard wheat for its manufac- 
ture. Efforts have been made to use 
the ordinary American wheat for this 
purpose, but they have not been en- 
tirely successful, and at present nearly 
all the macaroni used is imported. The 
department 
sent abroad and secured 


from Algiers and Russia the particular 
kindof wheat used in the Italian and 
French macaroni mills, and has suc- 
ceeded in making it grow inseveral 
parts of the West. Now the authorities 
say there is an opening forsome bright 
young macaroni maker and an accom- 
modating capitalist.

of the French and Chinese regulars to 
the revoltingdistrict was barren of re- 
sults, owing partly to the connivance of 
the Chinese. 


Official figures just published show 
that the total German losses in China 
thus far have been 18 officers, 32 non- 
commissioned officers and 250 privates. 
Thirteen of the officers, 20non-commfe- 
sioned officers and 132 privates were 
lostinaction and the others succumbed 
to disease. 


Additionalreports of disturbances in 
the center of the province ofChilihave 
been received. 
At Hochein Fu the 


Chinese 
troops were overpowered 
by 


rebels, and the aidof French and Ger- 
man soldiers has been asked. 
General 
Ma YuKun's troops have also been dis- 
patched to suppress 
the insurrrection. 


General Ma's troops were intended to 
guard the Chinese Cityof Peking and 
places adjacent to the capital. 


A cable to the New York Sun says 
that theBritish Indian troops are now 
making preparations 
to depart. 
The 
First Sikhs, Colonel Pollock command- 
ing, are to go to Wei-hei-wei tempora- 
rily and await 
further 
orders. 
The 
Twenty-fourth Punjab 
Infantry will 


leave Peking by theend of June. 
After 
that there willbe no more ofthe British 
troops leftin the Tartar City except the 
Welsh Fusileers. 
The Chinese officials 
petitioned General Barrow to allow the 
British troops toremain as a preventive 
against trouble. 


A cable from Peking says that an 
Italian priest who has arrived there 
from Shanse 
confirms the reports pre- 


viously made inregard to the massacre 
ofRoman Catholicclergymen inSouth- 
ern Mongolia. He says fifteen Belgian 
priests and number of converts were 
massacreed at Niang Tao Liang,in the 
southern 
part of Mongolia, .several 


weeks ago by. soldiers under Prince 
Tuan, .Duke lan and General Tung Fu 
Hsiang. 
The Belgian Minister is not 


inclined tohold the court responsible for 
the crime. He says the district where 
the massacres 
occurred is the rendez- 
vous ofmany former officials whohave 
been degraded or sentenced 
to banish- 


ment. 
These officials are 
exercising 


high military power for the time be- 
ing, and itis impossible forthe Chinese 
Government 
to suppress 
them. The 
policy of the Belgians is purely com- 
mercial. 
They are desirous of securing 


many new concessions, and are opposed 
to embarrassing 
the Chinese authorities 


at present. 


SOUTH AFRICA.

A considerable

000 Boers are under arms, although the 
number 
can be doubled and possibly 


trebled ifthey gain a victory over any 
British force 


The Dutch districts of Cape Colony, 


where General French is now in com- 
mand, are weary of the depredations of 
Boer raiders when they have to feed 
and clothe them, and a decisive victory 
over the guerrilla bands is expected in 
that quarter.

and we have never heard a complaint 
that its effect was prejudicial to the 
public good. -On the contrary, it was 
passed to suppress a notorious evil,and 
itdid suppress it; moreover the evil 
has 
remained suppressed 
ever since. 


The circumstances 
under 
which that 


ordinance was passed 
are vividly im- 


pressed upon the.memory of all adult 
residents of the county at that time. 
Plymouth was in its flush days. 
On 


the outskirts.of the town a dance hou*>o 
was established. 
It was filled with 


women'ef the half world, and provided 
witha bar,:where intoxicating drinks 
of every description might bo procured. 
Thither the young men were enticed 
nightly, and drunkenness, 
riot and de- 


bauchery held high carnival until far 
into the 
morning. ' The moral blot 


became so flagrant and obtrusive that 
the respectable 
element 
of the com- 


munity protested, but in vain. It was 
a money-making venture to the propri- 
etor, and be persisted in spito of all the 
warnings to quit hisimmoral business. 
Finally, the people became so 
worked- 


up over the matter, that they decided 
to take the lawinto their own hands. 
Amasked mob assembled under cover 
of darkness, armod withriflesand shot- 
guns, and raided the place of infamy. 
Inthe fight that ensued, the house was 
riddled withbullets, and one man shot 
and crippled for life. We do not ap- 
prove of such masquerading 
lawless- 


ness, however worthy the object sought 
tobe attained. 
The dance bouse 
busi- 


ness inPlymouth 
was effectually dis- 


posed 
of by that midnight assault. 


The remnants drifted to Jackson, 
and 


bere withinsight and ear-shot of the 
court house another 
den of the same 


character 
was instituted. 
Once this 


went up in smoke, 'ia a conflagration 
that for a time threatened 
the busi- 


ness portion of the town. At last, in 
deference 
to 
wishes of an indignant 


public, the ordinance under considera- 
tion was placed upon the statutes 
of 


Amador 
county. 
For over twelve 


years the county has been redeemed 
from the disgrace 
of these 
orgies. 


Suddenly, 
without notice, 
without a 


petition in that behalf, and without 
giving the people an opportunity, to 
remonstrate, 
the legal barriers 
are 


thrown down, and the worldis notified 
by official proclamation 
that Amador 


county is "wideopen" territory to be 
exploited by the jackals of humanity 
in this indecent traffic. 
We know not 


what influences 
have prompted 
this 


move to throw us back upon the sad 
experiences of the past. 
Inthe condi- 


tions now existing in this county, it 
willnot belong before the license given 
for the resurrection of these 
"dance 


hells," willbe 
taken advantage 
of. 


We cannot believe otherwise than that 
the supervisors were misled in repeal- 
ing an ordinance which has proved a 
moral safeguard for many years. 
The 


Ledger 
protests 
against this repeal 


ordinance. 
We believe by so doing we 


are but voicing the almost unanimous 
sentiment of the county. . We hope the 
mothers and fathers in every district 
willmove in the interest of morality 
and good government to petition for a 
repeal of this repealing law.

There were 19 cases of battery and dis- 
turbing the peace. 
The other charges 


were petit larceny three and vagrancy 
three.

runs as high as $35 


or $40 a month for each officer and is 
rarely less than $2T> a month.

resents 
merely the actual cost 
of the 


food and the Incidental expenses of the 
mess, as the government 
furnishes 
all 


servants, crockery, fuel and table linen. 


The 
government 
does 
not discrimi- 


nate in the allowance for food supplies 
in the navy as between officer and en- 
listed man- that is, itdid not up to a 
year or two ago. when every man in 
the ship, from the admiral down to a 
coal heaver, received 30 cents each day. 
Now the discrimination is that the coal 
heaver continues 
to.draw his 30 cents, 


while the admiral and all other officers 
except 
the gunner, carpenter,

the navy regulations 
require the issu-

olden days no fresh meat was Included 
In the navy ration, and 
"jacky" was 
compelled to subsist largely on corned 
beef, known ivthe sailor vernacular as 
"salt horse," 
owing to the 
fact that 


some unscrupulous 
contractor

time long ago passed 
off horseflesh for 


beef in a navy supply.

day known as the "harness cask."
